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le The Karl Liebknesht<~Werk (SAG AMO) has been building 20 hp. gasoline 
engines which have a shaft projecting from the housing. The engines are 
enclosed in an aluminum=-plated steel housing, Nine engines of this kind 
have been built to date. It is reported that they are starters for jet 
' engines. 


2. The production of 100 to 300 hp. engines is about the same as during the 
mouth of August 1952. 


Se Also, there have been produced 300 tons of chains and links for heavy 
vehicles (caterpillars); 168 pieces of plates 8 cm. thicks 150=200 tons 
of axles and chassis parts. 
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
